the present cost of living will decrease, 
but none has yet lccorded a prediction 
that it will not drop some time. After 
the Civil War the persons beset by high 
prices probably thought the period of 
their duration as interminable as the 
present period looks to sonic of us now. 
But the inan who remembers what hap- 
pened in America in the seventies re- 
calls that flour at twelve dollars a bar- 
rel was followed by eggs at ten cents a 
dozen. 

Those who worry about prices now 
may take solace in the fact that prece- 
dent is with them — that high prices 
have always followed wars and that 
they have always dropped. But the 
man who remembers what happened 
in the seventies drops a fly in the oint- 
ment by recalling that eggs at ten cents 
a dozen didn 't mean much because 
dimes were so scarce. 

The point is that, in these days, the 
man who saves a dollar isn 't merely 
saving one dollar, but two or three.

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voting and intended to exercise their 
right on election day. One woman, in 
New England on a vacation and unable 
to reach Narberth before Wednesday 
night, telegraphed to her husband au- 
thorizing him to register her. Others 
at the seashore and nearby resorts, hur- 
ried home in time to get their names on 
the list. 

"Indeed I do want to be registered 
and I certainly do intend to vote," was 
a remark that the women registrars fre- 
quently heard on their house-to-hous.e 
visits. 

All women who are registered and 
desire to vote must pay a nominal tax, 
with the exception of those who own 
property — that is, those who hold prop- 
erty in their own name or jointly with 
their husbands or any other member of 
their family. The tax for housewives, 
housekeepers, servants is 20 cents; for 
clerks, stenographers, teachers, book- 
keepers, musicians, 25 cents; for pro- 
fessional women such as doctors, law- 
yers, artists, the tax is 30 cents; for 
ladies and women who are retired, 40 
cents. 

Regarding Payment of Tax. 
Tn the matter of the payment of this 
tax, an important announcement will 
be made in next week's issue of Our 
Town. The tax will, of course, event- 
ually go to- Norristown, but Assessor 
Warner has very kindly agreed to try 
to arrange for the payment of the tax 
here in Narberth, and thus save the 
writing of hundreds of individual let- 
ters to Norristown. The women have 
30 days from last Thursday, September 
2, in which to pay the tax. 

It will not be necessary for any voter 
— either man or woman, if his or her 
name is on the Assessor's list, to show 
a tax receipt or a deed to a property 
when voting, unless the right of the 
said voter to vote is challenged at the 
polls. To be on the safe side, however, 
it will do no harm for the voter to take 
with her, or him, to the polls on elec- 
tion day, tax receipt or deed. 

"Never Too Late to Mend." 
It is now too late for any voter — 
man or woman — to have his name plac- 
ed on the Assessor's list by applying 
to Assessor Warner, us under the State 



election laws Mr. Warner has no au- 
thority to add any names after filing 
the official list with the County Com- 
missioners last Thursday. Any woman 
who was away on all three of the reg- 
istration days, however, and upon in- 
quiring of Assessor Warner and learn- 
ing that her name is not on the of- 
ficial list, should waste no time in tak- 
ing the matter up direct with the Coun- 
ty Commissioners at Norristown. It 
may be necessary for her to go before 
one of the Judges of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Montgomery County and 
show that she was prevented by condi- 
tions over which she had no control 
from registering on any of the regular 
registration days. But this can readily 
be done, and so there is no reason why 
any woman citizen of Narberth who 
wants to vote at the coming election 
cannot do so. 

And It Was Some Big Job. 
"One of the funniest things con- 
nected with this whole affair," said 
Assessor Warner the other evening, "is 
that it has stirred up a lot of interest 
among the men voters as well as among 
the women. I have never had so many 
inquiries from men residents of Nar- 
berth who were anxious to make sure 
that their names were on my voting 
list, as I have had this year." 

Some idea of the amount of work 
done by the committee of women may 
be gained from the fact that in addi- 
tion to visiting every one of the 1,000 
or more houses in the borough asking all 
the necessary questions and writing 
down the data obtained concerning 
each woman voter, they then maoc 
three copies of the newly compiled list 
of voters, with all the accompanying 
data, for Assessor Warner, as called 
for by the election law. With 909 
names on the list that meant a clerical 
job alone of 2,727 entries, which we 
submit is some job in itself! 



About Peonies

The old-fashioned "pineys" of our 
grandmothers' gardens have nearly all 
given way to the wonders prepared for 
us by growers in England and France 
as well as in America; nearly all, 1 
said, for some of those sweet old flow- 
ers are yet among the standards. The 
improvement has been in both form and 
color, as well as in size. The peonies 
of today run from purest white to deep- 
est crimson and the shades of pink ai'o 
lovely. 

Peonies do not show, usually, full 
character the first or even the second 
year after planting. There is always 
something better to expect. They have 
few enemies; they will do gloriously 
in full sun, and yet give fine flowers 
in partial shade. 

A border of the fine old white stand- 
ard, Festiva Maxima, will be a thing 
of joy iu June, and a suitable garden 
support in green until frost. Felix 
Crousse or Armandin Mechin will give 
reds of delight. Edulis Superba is 
early, pinkly beautiful and as sweet as 
any rose. Literally hundreds of good 
sorts may be had, and at prices which 
make them cheaper than any pound of 
good candy. 

Good, fine, rich soil is the main 
peony need for success. Prepare it 
more than a foot deep; buy roots :'n 
early September, set them so that the 
eyes are not more than two inches un- 
derground, cover in winter with a lit- 
tle loose manure, and then expect in- 
creasing pleasure for a half dozen or 
more years.
